The restrictions on the police imcler Illinois 
Judicial Act is one of the most frustrating re- 
strictions the officer has to face. In effect, he can 
see all his hard and sometimes dangerous work 
go for nought because the (municipality he repre- 
sents is not large enough to: afford a' full-time 
law yer. When" a case co mes before the judge, "lie 
can (inly act as a witness. He can not ask ques- 
tions of the defendant to bring out points that 
might have a bearing on the case. For this reason, 
many cases are dismissed for lads of prosecution. 

The usual price for an attorney to represent 

the village or town in such cases would be $50 a 

day, we are told. And it would still cost $50 .if 

only one case were concerned. That's simply 

more than a small municipality can afford. 

In case the Attorney General rules that po- 
lice chiefs can not act as prosecutors, an alter- 
nate plan 4s being considered by some of the 
local municipalities. They would "Chip' in" to 
hire an attorney to represent Several communi- 
ties in the same area. 

One way or. the other, we hope something 
: is done to.help tire police in law enforcement. We 
can't -expect a lessening of vandalism, -traffic 
violations and other crimes. until the offender is 
convinced that there's a real risk that he'll be un- 
pleasantly punished for his -offense. 
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Expressions of approval 
for the determined stand 
taken by Waukegaii Mayor 
Hubert Sirhonjinn during re- 
cent outbreaks or violence in 
the shore , lino indicate a 
strong antipathy* toward civil 
.rights adherents is held by 
many whites. 

The latent fear and hatred 
liave brought to the surface 
in \Vaukegan because the In- 
tidenfs— happened there^and 
any sense of objectivity the 
Waukegan residents ' might 
have held was wiped out by 
l he proximity of the violence. 
The letters or approval and 
support whleh'Mnyor Sabon-

General Motors may have 
gotten the program together 
to take some of the heat off 
cars -as .the. main, source of 
accidents. . .T h e program 
covered faulty drivers, faulty 
signs, faulty roads and. some 
coming improvements in car 
design that can minimize 
Injury. 

Driver Education, and 
more and belter driver edu- 
cation, was — recommended. 
Some instances of the result 
of a really intensive drive 
for teen age driver education 
were cited. For example, 
Flint. Mich., after an epi- 
demic of teen " age traffic 
deaths — thirteen in one year, 
— put an intensive driver ed- 
ucation program into the 
high school. Result, one 
teen age death the next year.' 
The lives of 12 youngsters 
every year would be 1 worthy 
of a considerable expendi- 
ture. 

. Even, the good driver edu\ 
cation schools come a long\ 
way from coverings ail the 
ground they could. How 
about advanced education in 
how to cope with skids, with 
actual training on icy pave- 
ments and loose gravel? -.Or 
what to do if your brakes fail 
as you start down a long-hill? 
Or if you're faced with a car 
in your lane .as you come 
over a hill? Any driver who 
hasn't faced one of these 
emergencies wonders if he'd 
react properly if lie found 
himself in this spot. Finding 
out in traffic results in 
deaths. 

Mandatory drunkomctcr 
tests, revoking licenses (an 
unpopular measure -that few 
legislators dare to back), bet- 
ter roads were all recom- 
mended for cutting traffic 
deaths and injuries. 

The program .showed the 
disastrous- results of road 
signs placed at the wrong 
height, so that they sliced 
through windshields when 
hit, Light posts that sheared 
off on- impact could save 
many lives and are available. 

Many lives' could be saved 
if-atl the. knowledge that has 
been gained were used. Why 
isn't it? Because the aver- 
age man doesn't want , to 
spend ' tlur-money~or— risk 
having his activities curtail 
ed. And probably that's be- 
cause no one over believes 
that he will be the one to die

Did you know that emphy- 
sema — a chronic lung condi- 
tion — is more prevalent than 
lung cancer and tuberculosis 
combined?

Administration provides 
more disability allowances 
for workers in their 5Q's and 
60's with emphysema than.

So is smoking. In fact, if 
you smoke, your chances, of 
dying from this chronic dis- 
ease are 500 per cent greater 
than for non-smokers. 

Unfortunately, there's no 
known, cure, for emphysema. 
But tiicrc ARE ways of living 
with this condition — just as 
with diabetes— if it's detect- 
ed and treated early. Under 
medical supervision . bron- 
chial dilating . drugs, antibi- 
otics, oxygen therapy and 
specific breathing exercises 
help keep the victim of em-

1. Seek prompt medical 
attention for any. respiratory 
ailment, sinus infection, pro- 
longed or repeated chest 
colds, . and chronic coughs.

A survey of the teacher 
shortage in Illinois public 
school, districts outside Chi- 
cago was conducted by the 
Illinois Education Associa- 
tion recently and disclosed 
742 vacancies In 300 districts, 

L. Goohol'Potton, IKA re- 
lations director, Indicated 
thai the current 'shortage Is 
the greatest in years, Vacan- 
cies -were- reported lit 234 
in nit districts (grades 1 
'through 12), (18 high school 
districts and 50 elementary 
districts. Those .returns, Pat- 
Ion explained, do not indi- 
cate ilia trouble encounter- 
ed by school administrators 
In filling teacher positions. 
The situation Is more serlouB 
than tjie total figures Imply, 
PattoiK.snld, when one con- 
siders that 300 districts did 
not replyr 

Elementary schools regis- 
tered the greatest number; of 
vacancies with a total of 2.30. 
In unit and high school dis- 
tricts the greatest need for 
teachers seems to exist in 
industrial arts, guidance and 
mathematics. Noticeable 
shortages were reported In 
science .and physical educa- 
tion. The shortage of librar- 
ians *and reading teachers 
continues^ with the greatest 
number of vacancies listed 
for .remedial reading. 
. Several reasons, are be- 
lieved --responsible for the 
current teacher shortage. 
New programs developed by 
the federal government draw 
teachers; manpower demand 
ot the draft and military 
service take their toll, and 
many change employment to 
seek more desirable ways of 
making a livelihood.
